am ounted to this, that it had never 
been done in that way and I felt 
like saying: 
“ ‘W ell, n oth in g was ever done so 
sy stem a tica lly ae nothing is being 
done now .’ ” 
H is speech w as a plea for the of­ 
ficers of the fleet to “throw traditions 
to the w in d s’’ and find new w ays of 
m eeting th e subm arine m enace. 
"H u n tin g H ornets’’ 
“W e are hunting hornets all

W ilson said, according 
to 
D aniels. 
“I am w illin g for m y part and I know 
you are w illin g for I know the stuff 
you are m ade of.
